for each other, that can but diſtintily read; and by 
_ this, no Authority or Priority is abuſed or treſpaſ- 
ſed 3+ no Excuſes from the Abſence, from the Sick- 
neſs, accidental Diforders, or Hurry of Buſineſs 
From any one Perſon can be ſufficiently pleaded for. 
the Negleft of this Duty in the Whole: Thus Fa-

Nothing bas done mote Diſcredit to Forms of 
Prayer than the Multitude of jejune empty ones, 
that are printed in common Books of Devotion. 
One would think them wrote for Children who by 
Degrees are let into the Knowledge of God, of them- 
ſelves, and the Chriſtian Religion; who are ſoon 
tired with every thing that is not ſhort and eaſy ;_ 
_ rather than for grown Perſons and Families, that 
for many Tears have been under the Inſtructions of the 
Church and the Word of God, and are Profeſſors 
of them. Such ſhould cautiouſly avoid and rejett all 
Empty, Uninſtructing Forms, as unfit for the Ends 
of General Social Prayer, which cannot keep the 
Spirit of Religion up, nor that Knowledge and Vir- 
_ Tue in Exerciſe becoming Chriſtians of ſuch ſtanding. 
And all thoſe Forms appear to be of this kind, that 
are remarkably faulty in the following Reſpects, viz. 

Hhen they are ſtuffed more than needs, with 
Forms of Invocatior., Adoration, and Addreſs, 
dT obich is little leſs than multiplying the Names and 
Attributes of God in vain. When their Confeſſion

s ſmoothed over with few and general Wards ; 
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For if Contrition be the End of Confeſſion, it 
ſhould be open and free, and expreſſed in all the 
aggravating Lights poſſible, to raiſe in us that holy 
Indignation, that conſtitutes true Repentance.

not from Idleneſs or temporizing, but becauſe

To theſe Teftimonies paſt, I ſhall only add one 


more, which is pregnant, and fully demonſtra- 


tive, that the molt learned and judicious Diſſenters 


in King Charles the Second's Reign, did believe, 
and were well ſatisfied that Forms of Prayer were 


lawful, and ſpiritually uſeful to Chriſtians, and 
acceptable to God; in that no leſs than o and 
{wenty of the moſt famous Divines amongſt them 
were commiſſion'd by the King to meet at the Sa- 
vy, and debate with the Biſhops, and other Com- 
71i//ioners on the Church of England's Side, all 
Queſtions of Church Difference amongſt them, 


where, with other Things, was debated the Right 
V Lilurgies, aſter which they unanimouſly pre- 
ſented to the Biſhops, a Book of Forms of Prayer 
they had compoſed in Scripture-Stile, to be read 


for the Ordinary Publick, Worſhip in Churches, 


with proper Forms for baptizing, adminiſtring the 
Lord's Supper, and other Church Rites, which 
Book is now extant under the Title of the Re- 
form'd Liturgy. Theſe Diſſenting Divines were 
Dr. Reighnoids, Dr. Tuckny, Dr. Conant, Dr. 


Sper/ilow, Dr. Wallis, Dr. Manton, Dr. Calamy, 
Mr, Baxter, Mr, Zackſon, Mr, Caſe, Mr, _ 
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Mr. Newcomb, Dr. Horton, Dr. Facomb, Dr. 


Bates, Mr. Rawlinſon, Mr. Cooper, Dr. Light- 


. ſoot, Dr. Collins, Mr. Woodbridge, Dr. Drake. 
Ihe Learning and Piety of theſe great Men, 


the Sufferings they bore on account of their Prin- 


ciples, the Scrupulouſneſs and Oppoſition they 


ſhew'd to every thing in Religion that ſeem'd to 
contradict the Laws of Chriſt, and his Spiritual 


Kingdom in this World, were (one would think) 


ſtrong and convincing Proofs, they never would 


conſent to any Forms or Method of Worſhip in- 


conſiſtent with the Spiritual Ends to be gained by 


them: And therefore, that they did not think 


Forms of Prayer of that evil Kind, or mean Ule, 


as the more ignorant Enthuſiaſts do. 


Obj. — But have not ſome of theſe very Perſons 


cited in Favour of Liturgies and Forms, wrote 


largely againſt them, and their Defenders? And 


have not they themſelves uſed Extempore Prayer, 
notwithſtanding theſe their Opinions of the Other? 


Anſw. =— Tis true, ſome of them have done 
ſo, and yet very conliſtently with theſe their 
Opinions of Forms: For their believing Extem- 


pore Prayer lawful and uſeful, and uſing it when 


their Natural Abilities ſerve for it, infers no Ne- 
ceſſity of their believing Prayer by Form unlaw- 


ful or unuſeful : Their thinking the One right 


and good, does not imply their thinking the 
Other wrong or evil: No, to the contrary they 
tell us that both Modes, as Extempore or Preſcri-

bed, being but the oztward Shapes of Duty, no 
where determined or commanded by God himſelf, 
are both leſt at our Liberties, and when ſincerely 
uſed, are equally accepted by him. The Diffe- 
rence only reſpects ourſelves, which docs moſt aſſiſt 
the Devotion of him that prays, and theirs who join 
with him. And if even in theſe Points different 


Perſons ſhould differ in Judgment about their 
greater or leſſer Uſeſulneſs, does this Difference

alter the Nature of either in general? If of one, 
then of both, and conſequently both Modes 
would be unlawful. 
Nor is it at all a Wonder chat Men bred to, 


and accuſtomed in the Uſe of Free Extempore 


Prayer, Men choſe to this Work by thoſe who 
are to join with them, and for whom they ſerve, 


that theſe ſhould ſtill continue their old Mode of 
Praying, and the other only occaſionally. 


Nor yet is it well obſerved by ſuch Objefors, 


what theſe Divines have wrote againſt Fixed 
Liturgies or Forms. They have not wrote againſt. 
them in general, not againſt all Liturgies, and all 


Forms, but againſt /ome they imagined ill-circum- 


ſtanced, wrongly defended, and to unjuſt Ends. 


Some have debated the Rights of Liturgies and 


Forms on wrong Foundations, with fallacious Ar- 


guments, ſevere Cenſures, to the Excluſion of all 


free Prayer, or a ny other Mode, but by Forms ; 
that our Saviour, his Apoſtles, 
and all the” Primitive Chriſtians in the firſt Centu- 
ries of the Church, ordinarily uſed Liturgies like 
ours, and that praying without them is Innovation. 
Phanaticiſm, and the like. Such Ignorance, and 
ſuch Zeal have extorted their proper Anſwers, for 
Religion and Truth require them not. The An- 


tiquity of Liturgies, the Times of their being 


receiv'd in different Churches, and what thoſe 

Liturgies were, have 10 7 1 Share of 

the Controverſy.

The other Parts are, perhaps, about particular 

Defects, and doubtful Expreſſions in them; about 
impoſing them univerſally on all Perſons, and on 


ſcrupulous Conſciences; about tacking them to 
Corporal Puniſhments, Excommunications, Fines, 
Declarations, Subſcriptions and Oaths, all which 
concern not the Queſtion here, whether Forms of
